DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Applicant's Arguments and Remarks, filed 18 August 2011, 
with respect to the rejection of claims 24-27 and 34 under 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph, have 
been fully considered and are persuasive in view of Applicant's amendments to claims 24-27 
and 34 (See Applicant's Arguments and Remarks, Page 9). The previous grounds of rejection 
have been withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Applicant's Arguments and Remarks, filed 25 July 201 1 , that 
the subject matter of claims 24-27 and 34 is allowable over the prior art have been fully 
considered and are persuasive, as the subject matter of claims 24-27 and 34 remains allowable 
for the same reasons presented in the Final Rejection, dated 17 February 201 1 (See Applicant's 
Arguments and Remarks, Page 9). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 24-27 and 34, renumbered as claims 1-5, are allowed. 

4. The following is The Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Amended claims
